2. Citations and explanations: 

Claim 1 lacks an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over DeBaryshe et al. US Patent No. 5,713,364. 

DeBaryshe et al.'364 teaches a method for screening epithelial tissue by illuminating with a preselected wavelength (see Figure 8 and 
see col. 33, lines 43-52) to visualize abnormal sites (by detecting autofluorescence signals as indicated in col. 33, lines 54-50) and 
viewing through a filter blocking other wavelengths to enhance visualization (see col. 33, lines 54-col. 34, line 18). The detection 
wavelengths being somewhat different than the iUuminauon wavelengths constitutes insubstantial difference since the same end result 
is achieved of detecting cancerous tissue in the epithelium. 
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
